Advance on Managua Ordered. 

Moncado has been ordered to go on to- 
ward Managua with his forces, while the 
other division of the Estrada army will at- 
tempt to cut through the last Madriz ob- 
struction and effect a junction with the 
victorious troops of Moncado. Then the 
rest Of the ten months war will be | 
begun. The prize will be Managua, the an- 
cient. capital of the Nicaraguans. 

During the ten hours’ fighting at Como- 
lapa the Estrada troops captured many of 
the enemy, took great quantities of arms and 
ammunition and 300 mules. This last item is 
perhaps of more importance than the am- 
munition captured. It will enable Estrada 
to add to his fying squadron of cavalry that 
is supposed to mark out the way to Man- 
agua’s gates. 

From reports received this afternoon from 
Acoyapa it is assumed that Gen. Mena, the 
Estrada commander. 18 engaged in an at- 
tempt to cut down the remaining barrier 
between him and the coast. He is fighting 


| Gen. Caatrillo’s comparatively weak force. 


End of War Is Nearing? 

If Mena succeeds in cutting down the army 
in his front it is almost certain thet Managua 
will fall. This means a complete Estrada 
victory and the end of the war in Nicaragua. 
On the other hand, Estrada got closer to the 
capitol last January than he is now. Yet he 
was flung back and his army torn to pieces. 
However, conditions are different now. Ma- 
dri lost heavily in his campaign against Es- 
trada at Blueflelds. Many of his troops were 
left om the Atlantic coast, with the result that 
bis army has put up only a feeble line of de- 
tense against Estrada’s present invasion. 

Besides this, sentiment in the.interior and 
on the Pacific coast has altered much since 
January. Estrada’s advancing army, under 
Gen. Mena, has been succored in theoret- 
ically hostile territory. The advance has 
been made with more caution than the pre- 
vious one. 

Estrada has gone into the field to take 
personal charge of the final assault on Man- 
agua, He teft here this week and should 
reach Acoyapa on Monday. He hopes to 
ride at the head of his troops into Managua. 


Ignores Protest of Consul. 

The present campaign was directed by 
Estrada against the advice of the United 
States consul here, it is said, and this official 
was backed up in his opinion by various 
commanders of United States marines who 


| were posted here six weeks ago. 


Estrada was determined, however, and he 
sent his men under Gen. Mena into the fleld 
in the middie of the rainy season. They ad- 
vanced cautiously, established frequent bases 
of supplies and arrived at the enemy’s front 
ip good shape for fighting. 


MADRIZ IN A PROTEST. 

Washington, D. C., July 23. — Protest 
against the action of the state department i 
refusing to recognize as binding under inter- 
national law the order of Dr. Madriz, provi- 
sional president of Nicaragua, declaring 
Bluefields a closed port, and in refusing fur 
ther to take seriously Norway's recognition 
of this order was made today by Corry M. 
Stadden, counsel here for the titular govern- 
ment in Nicaragua. 

Report was received by Mr. Stadden from 
Madriz of the routing at Cotalopa after nine 
hours of fighting of 500 insurgents and of the 
capture of many prisoners. Mr. Stadden’s 
statement, issued today concludes with the 
observation that “if the state department 
will diligently observe international obliga- 
tlons due to a friendly state the insurrection 
soon will be suppressed, with due care for 
the ‘preservation of American lives and 
property.“ 

The statement asserts that all of the offi. 
cial acts of President Madriz since he ags- 
sumed office in December have stamped the 
He upon the evil reports issuing from insur. 
gent sources that he is not sympathetic to. 
wards the United States and American inter. 
ests in Nicaragua. 


Never Friend of Zelaya. 


President Madriz has neither sympa 
for nor affillation with former Preside 
Zelaya. Until he was elected president by 
the Nicaraguan congress last December he 
nt from that republic for nearly 
because of an unsuccessful in- 
ich he and Baca had waged to 
mya.

Health Department, Hearing Facts, 
Closes Northwest Side Plant. 


As a final test of the purity of pop, which 
he suspected had caused a hundred or more 
cases Of a peculiar sickness among children 
of the northwest side, Dr. George W. Thilo 
Jr. drank fourteen bottles of the carbonated 
beverage, and yesterday was suffering from 
& severe attack of lead poisoning. 

EK. J. Hess, a druggist, who tried the same 
experiment, also was affiicted in the same 
way. They notified the health department, 
and the manufacturers of the pop were or- 
dered to close their plant. 

Analysis of the drink showed that each bot- 
tle—containing about one giassful—held in 
sOlution enough lead salts to endanger the 
life of a child; and Dy. Thilo expressed his 
belief that it was this poison that has been 
puzzling physicians along West Division 
street all summer.

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SCORRS SAVED BY WIRELESS 


Another Vessel Goes to Rescue of 
Burning Coast Liner. 


SMALL BOATS ARE USED. 


Passengers. Transferred at Sea With- 
out Loss of Lite, 


Charleston, 8. C. July 23.—[Special,]—The 
snap and flash of the wireless sending out 
the 8 O. g.,“ the call that has superseded 
the C. G. D.”—the high sea cry for help— 
today resulted in the saving of scores of 
lives from the burning coast liner Momus, 
owned by the Southern Pacific company, off 
the Florida ¢oast. News of the Tescue was 
brought by wireless dispatches received here. 

The Comus, a ship belonging to the same 
line, answered the call; standing by while 
the passengers ‘were transferred. The ad- 
vices sent out while the vessel was ablaze 
in twelve fathoms of water said there was a 
minimum of confusion among the passengers 
and that ly all, especiaily the women, 
acted with heroism from the time’the flames 
were discovered untl! they were safe aboard 


up the coast from N ew Orleans. 


Blase in the Atterheld. 

The blaze was cistovered in the afterhold 

of the Momus when the vessel was off. Cape 
Canarveral, Fla. trorts were made to sig- 
nal the lighthouse on the cape: Capt. John 
F. Boyd then ordered all hands to fight the 
fire. It was impossible to penetrate itito the 
fiaming hold, so the hatches were battered 
down and the pumps were kept going Inces- 
santly, flooding the compartment, The ses- 
sel was compelled to slacken speed and then 
lie to and the lifeboats were got in readi- 
ness to take the pessengers ashore, landing 
them on the sandy but treacherous beach, if

for the government, has had a personal in- 
terest in the sedis. | 


Differ on Law | Snterpretation, 

The difficulty between the club and Secre- 
tary Nagel arises thrqugh the latter’s inter- 
pretation of a law passed at the last session 
of congress for the protection of the seal herd. 
Mr. Hornaday and his followers contend it 
was the intention of congress that none of 
the seals should be killed until the herd had 
an opportunity to rehabilitate itself. 

Congress, however, gave the secretary dis- 
cretionary power and the latter has shocked 
Mr. Hornaday and his friends by announcing 
there would be killings for the protection 
of the herd under the super vision of govern- 
ment agents. 

The statement the Camp Fire club has sent 
out declares Secretary Nagel is a jout to per- 
petrate ‘a grim and deadly joke on the few 
surviving fur seals onthe Probilof islands.“ 

The Camp Fire folks add that the seals are 
to be slaughtered by the-government in the 
name of protection and that the forces now 
atrayed against them consist of Secretary 
Nagel, Fish Commissioner George M Bowers, 
lembkey, and the board of éxports, of which 
Dr. Davis J. Stcrr Jordan is chairn.an. 


Appeals to American People. 

“At this moment, says the statement, 
“the whole strength of the United States 
government is enlisted for the destruction 
of those fur seals and the stultification of 
the American, nation in the eyes of the 
world. The question is, will the American 
people stand tor it?” 

The club's committee says that In 1874 
the Pribilof herd of seals numbered 4,500,000 
while today there arp only 30,000 to 50,000 
left. 

The ‘statement says definite charges have 
been preferred with Secretary Nagel against 
Bowers, Lembkey, and others. These have 
been made by Henry W. Eliott, formerly 
United States treasury agent at the Pribilof 
islands. The club's statement does not go 
into the charges.

Larger Force as Cure. 

„Until the city council realizes the impor- 
tance of providing the building department 
with a sufficient force of men to carry out 
the work assigned to it these conditions are 
bound to remain. 

„Reference is made to the looseness ot 
records. The temporary quarters allotted 
to the department in the old Assesors’ build- 
ing. as well as the vault space, is about one- 
fifth of the space necessary. The records 
pile up in the department and there is no 
place to put them except underneath tables 
and desks in the offices.”

To the Rescue of Young Offenders, 

Churchill will do more than mitigate the 
horrors of solitary imprisonment. He will 
introduce legislation dealing with offenders 
between the ages of 16 and 21. Instead of 
being sent to prison the youths who have not 
committed serious offenses will be subjected 
merely to some sort of drill or physical in- 
struction which will be both punitive and 
salutary. This reform, it is believed, will 
save 5.000 lads from prison every year. 

There will be changes in the treatment of 
political offenders, inciuding suffragists. 
They will enjoy many privileges. Prison 
clothes need not be worn, There will be no 
ee baths, no search, no hair cutting, 
and no cell cleaning 

Free exercise with the right of conversation 
will be permitted twice v. also visits from 
friends, and books not d dealing with current . 
events may be read. Lectures or concerts 
will be given four times a year in the convict 
prisons throughout the country.

Judges Complain of D | 

Like American judges, English judges 
complain they are overworked. As a result 
parliament is authorizing the appointment 
of two new judges to the High court bench 
at a salary of $25,000 4 year, with $17,500 a 
year as pension after retirement. 

The High court is composed of two divi- 
sions, king’s bench and chancery. The 
judges of the King's bench are behind in 
their work, and lawyers and clients are com- 
plaining of the delay in the adjudication of 
their cases. The chancery judges keep their 
calendar clear and these is no delay in their 
courts. 

Four of the six judges on the chancery 
bench are under 60 but over 50. Justice Joyce 
is still active at 70. Sixteen judges occupy 
the courts of king’s bench, including Lord 
Chief Justice Alverstone. The appointment 
of the two new judges will give the king's 
bench eighteen judges, and, it is hoped, ob- 
viate further complaints of delay. 


King’s Bench Is Busy Court. 

About 70,000 cases are filed annually in 
the king's bench. Not all of them of course 
come up for hearing. Of these 70,000 about 
8,000 are set down for trial, and of these 
about 2,000 actually are tried. 

Two-thirds of ghese cases are tried in Lon- 
don, the other third on circuit. It is esti- 
mated that each judge tries annually 120 
cases twenty renn, — the average was . 
cases. 

While the W e ot overwork it 
is a fact that they work only thirty-six 
weeks of the fifty-two. The judges sit only 
five hours a day for five days a week.’ Of 
course their work is not wholly represented 
by those figures, because all of them have 
more or less work to do in their chambers or 
their homes. Their absences due ½ illness 
average only four days a year.

Pulmonary complaints, espécially tubercu- 
losis, ate the chief causes of death. Among 
the contributing causes of Ul health are the 
indecency and filthiness of the streets and 
houses and the lack of good €rinking water.

King George is dead, and his eldest son. 
Sydney, reigns in his stead. The George in 
question is not, of course, the constitutional 
sovereign of the mighty British empire, who 
is in excellent health, but the h of 
the Cocos islands. 

This ruler, whose demise has just taken 
place at Ventnor, in the Isle of Wight. is not 
descended, like his illustrious English name- 
sake, from a long line of ancestors, going back 


and to the biblical King David aceording to 
others, but is the great-grandson of a re- 
formed pirate. At least that is what he was 
described as by his contemporaries. Then, 
too, the monarch of the Cocos archipelago 
rejoices in the possession of a patronymic— 
namely: that of Ross, whereas King George 
of England cannot boast of anything of the 
kind, notwithstanding all assertions to the 
contrary. 

The Cocos archipelago consists of a group 
of about twenty islarids, situated some 750 
miles to the southwest of the Dutth Indies, 
and their history furnishes one of those ro- 
mances which are occasionally to be found 
in those afficial reports known as blue books, 
periodically’ presented to parliament by the 
various great government departments in 
eee 


— 

The Cocos and Keeling islands were first 
discovered at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century by Wi:tsam Keeling, general for the 
East Indian adventurers,”’ who died at Caris- 
brook, in the Isle of Wight. and lies buried 
in Carisbrooke church. No one seems to have 
touched there until six years later, when 
the islands were visited by Clunies Ross. The 
latter, a native of Wiesdaie in the Shetlands, 
had got into some scrape while serving be- 
fore the mast on an English man of war, had. 
either deserted or had been maroon®d, and at 
the time when he turned up at the Keeling or 
Cocos archipelago had been for nearly ten 
years leading the life of a privateer, accord- 
ing to some, of a pirate according to others. 

Either through necessity or through choice 
he and his followers decided to settle down 
on the islands. But he was not allowed to 
enjoy his new found possessions in peace. 
Before long an English adventurer named 
Alexander Hare, having been turned out of 
the English government service, in which he 
held office under Lord Minto, English gov- 
ernor of the island of Java, arrived upon the 
scene with a force of Malay slaves. 

A bitter struggle ensued between Ross and 
Hare, and finally when half of the latter's fol- 
lowers had been killed and the other half had 
deserted, he managed to make his escape 
to the Dutch Indies, whence he drifted to the 
straits settlements, dying at Singapore in the 
utmost destitution.

This was not the oni fight that Ross was 
obliged to make for the possession of the 
isiands. For, quitting his dominions on one 
occasion, in order to make a business trip to 
Batavia, be found on his return that his 
principal lieutenant, a sailor of the namie of 
Davis, whom he had left in charge as regent, 
had intrigued with the native chiefs and was

Her labors were heroulean. In the winter 
of 1854-5 she held fifty-four conventions in 
different counties of the state of New York, 
with two petitions, one demanding equal 
property rights and the other the ballot, and 
she gathered in by personal exertions some 
10,000 names. To get these she went from 
Goor to door in many towns, tramping 
through rain and snow, riding many weary 
miles over rough in wagon or sleigh, 
going by train when she could, sleeping in 
strange beds in icy rooms, holding meetings, 
talking, arguing, discussing, making ali the 
while her own expenses, though often going 
into debt, to be paid in the next adventure.

 ROBABLY the fortheoming census will 

not touch upon the number of boys and 

still smaller boys who are interested in 
trying to install wireless recetving 
plants on roofs, in treetops, and on the 
cupola of the house.

ESIDENTS of Macoupin county, In. 
had two independence days last week. 
On Wednesday and Thursday the cele- 
brations were held at Carlinville, the 
county capital. On the latter day the 
last. bond of indehtednes of what is probably 
the most famoup courthouse in the United 
States was burned. - 

It meant a lot to Macoupin county people 
when that bond was a Utle pile of charred 
paper and had been scattered to the four 
winds. The residents believed they were 
justified in drawing a fervent sigh of relief. 

Fort over forty years a debt large enough 
to stagger some states has been hanging over 
the heads of the taxpayers. The amount of 
bond’ and interest bearing orders issued by 
the County court in- the construction of a 
fine courthouse Was about $1,400,000, but the 
cost of litigation plus interest added a large 
amount to the original sum. 


In some respects the courthouse at Car- 
lir-vilie is a mystery. Just why such a fine 
building was built has never been fully ex- 
plained. There are two reason; given by 
friends of the commissioners who had charge 
of the construction. One of these is that coun- 
ty pride prompte the construction of the 
building. It is claimed that the commission 
ers never expected to érect such a fine struc- 
ture but overreached their plans. The second 
excuse is that a building of the kind would 
prevent the county from ever being divided 
ard the capitol a from Carlinville. 

* 


Building Started in 1067. 

It was at the March term of the County 
court in 1867 that an order was issued for 
the construction of the new building. It 
reads in part as follows: ‘* Ordered, That A. 
McKim Dubois and George H. Holliday be 
associated with 7. L. Loomis, county judge, 
and Isham J. Peebles, county justice, as com- 
missioners to erect a. new. courthouse in the 
city of Carlinville, ‘foundation to be laid this 
year and building to be completed before the 
expiration of the term of officers of the pres- 
‘ent court. Said courthouse is. not to be com- 
menced until there ie sufficient money in the 
county freasury to pay the present indebted- 
nese of the county.“ 

T. L. Loomis was appointed county agent 
to close and sign all contracts made by the 
‘commissioners. During the summer and au- 
tumn of 1867 the work of excavating for the 
foundation and. getting the building under 
headway progressed rapidly. 

The Carlinville citizens were surprised at 
the scope of the plans, but their shook was 
mild in comparison with that of large land-

When the Troubles Began. 

At last the building with {ts splendid dome 
towering skyward was ready for occupancy. 
And then the troubles of the taxpayers réally 
be gan. 

‘How will we ever pay this enormous 
debt? they asked one another. 

„We will never pay it,“ was the response 
in many cases. 

And in fact it seemed for several years that 
the debt would be the ruin of the county. 
There were lawsuits. Then indignatioh meet- 
ings of taxpayers. 

A majority of the board of supervisors was 
fined for contempt of the federal court for 
refusing to make a levy. to start the payment 
of the bonds and orders. The supervisors 
calmly voted to make the county pay their 
fines and went ahead with their other duties 
' Poor old Macoupin,” was the expression 
often heard in nearby counties. 

„ Macoupin’s big white elephant was the 
term used by many in expressing their disap- 
proval of the courthouse. 

But at last a majority of the substantiai 
citizens realized that injury to the county 
debt would forever blight the development of 
the county's resources and voted to effect a 
compromise and pay off the bonds and orders. 
This was made possible by a special act 
passed by the state assembly in 1877, due in 


large part of the efforts of the late John M 


Palmer, whose body lies buried in the Carlin- 
ville cemetery. 
* 


Original Interest Ten Per Cent.. 
The original interest on the bonds and or- 
ders was 10 per cent, but in the processes of 
refunding the debt this was eVentually cut 
down to ½ per cent. 

Accusations have often been made that 
there was a lot of graft in connection with the 
building of the courthouse. «Jt was never 
really shown that those directly interested 
im the erection of the builcing had withbeld 
any of the county’s money. However, there 
was a woeful waste of money in the con- 
struction of such a large building, according 
to general belief of the taxpayers. 

What probably gave riss to rumors Of graft 
was the disappearance of George H. Holliday, 
one of the county commissioners. It was al- 
leged that he kept funds of estates while 
county. clerk. A reward of $1.000 was offered 
for Holliday’s arrest by the board of super- 
visors in 1872, but he was never located. 

The Carlinville courthouse is a massive 
structure of brick and iron, faced with lime- 
stone. It was bullt with the expectation 


that it would endure a century. So far there 


have been but few repairs made, most of these 
being changes in the system of heating.

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Raising apples is a business; The modern irri- 
gated apple orchard is really an apple factory. 
Practically: all the elements of uncertainty have 
been eliminated.. Irrigation provides the necessary 
amount of water just at the time ft is needed to 
make the apples plumpest and best flavored. The 
orchard heaters do away with the danger from loss of 
crops’ through untimely frosts. | 


If a man wants to set out his own apple trees he can buy 
raw land with water rights from $50,00 per acre up. It 
will take two or three years for the apple trees to bring in 
money, but, while waiting for the apples to grow, the far- 
mer can make an excellent living by setting out small fruit 
and garden truck between the trees. . 


One farmer last year gathered from an acre of land in the 
space between the apple trees 8,500 boxes of strawberries, 
which brought him in 8430.00. 


Bee culture is also highly profitable in connection with an apple 
orchard, The bees are advantageous in the proper fertilization 
of the apple blossoms and help in the production of perfect 

fruit. Oné apple farmer last year made $2,500 from a few 
hives around his house while he gave most of hia time to his 
apple trees. ! 


From ten to forty acres of irrigated apple land will bring in 
a greater cash income than a 160 acre staple crop farm. 


A first-class living can be made on five acres of irrigated apple 
land intensively and intelligently cultivated. On one acre of irri- 
gated apple land last year 791 boxes of first grade apples were 
picked, selling for $1,699.00. Fifty boxes of seconds were gath- 
ered on this same acre, selling at $1.50 a box. The $75.00 re- 
ceived from the sale of the second grade apples paid for the en- 
tire cost of producing the crop, leaving a net income from one 
acre of irrigated apple land of $1,699.00, This is no extraordinary 
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Land suitable for apple culture may still be bought 
chéaply, but every day lessens the opportunity for 
the man of moderate. means to buy reasonably 


cheap land, | 


The tise in the value of land suitable for apple 

growing is almost unbelievable. Land worth $300.00 
an acre a few years ago is today worth $2,500 to 
$4,000 an acre and produces in proportion to the 
investment. 


The demand for the choice grades of table apples grown 
on irrigated soil is constantly on the increase, not. only 
in this country but abroad. England, Germany, all the 
European countries, are calling for great quantities of these 
choice apples. So, too, are Asia and Australia. But the 
demand cannot be supplied until the production is greater. 


The Eastern apple crop has been steadily falling, except in Michi- 

gan, which is still one of the banner apple-producing States. Accord-

Game of Touch Ball. | 

For an outdoor game that may be played 
by boys and girls of any age touch ball is 
certainly as attractive as any other outdoor 
game. It is played in the following manner: 

Any space of open ground, from twenty 
feet wide up, can be used by laying out a 
diamond with three bases and a home base, 
the same aa for & game of baseball, the dis- 
tance between bases being restricted only 
by the size of the pict to be played on. 

From the home base a line must be drawn 
from left to right across the field from one 
side to the other extreme, thus separating 
the players into those serving and those in 
the field. | ia f 

The players choose sides. One side remains 
behind the line at the home base, and the 
other side is arranged as the captain thihks 
best in the outfield. 

The players at service take the ball-a 
soft tennis or a rubber gas ball such as will 
not hurt a player when hit by it—and start- 
ing with the captain they stand at the home 
base, and holding the ball in the left hand, 
using the right as a racquet in making an 
overhand service in tennis, drive the ball 
with the palm of the band into the eld, 
where it is the endea vor of the fleiders either 
to catch it on the fly, thus making an out; or 
to pick the ball up quickly enough to throw 
it at the runner and hit him before he can 
reach the first base.

After using a gas stove for baking leave 
the oven open for a little while to allow the 
gas to escape. This will prevent sweating 
and rusting. : : 

If chops and mall steaks are placed in 
tin pie plates and set on top of the broiling 
grate they can be well cooked, and the tin 
plates will be much easier cleaned than the 
broiler grate would be. 

Keep the range biack by wringing out a 
sponge kept for the purpose in warm water 
and rubbing well with soap.

with Gasoline.

The firet thing to do is to obtain gasoline 
of a suitable grade. A simple experiment 
will determine this and make you independ- 
ent of the advice of your dealer. Pour @ 
litth on a piece of white writing paper of 
good quality. If the gasoline leaves no trace 
of grease on the paper after evaporation, 
you will be safe in using it; otherwise, it is 
useless for your purpose. 

Second, buy enough gasoline both to wash 
and rinse your garment. Two gallons are 
enough for a dress, provided you wash it in 
a proper receptacle which retards evapora- 
tion by exposing 4 comparatively small sur- 
face to the alr. Many women fail of sue- 
cess because they do not realize the neces 
sity of rinsing the garment in plenty of clean 


gasoline. | 
The gasoline that ie left after a garment is 


_ Washed can be allowed to settle and the clear 
gasoline at the top used again. Id is not 


advisable, however, to use the same gagp- 
line too often. | 

Now as to the method of procedure for gar- 
ments in general. Soak the garment in gaso- 
line. The length of time ddvisable for this 
depends upon the condition of the garment. 
lf it is much soiled, twenty-four hours is not 
too long. Instead, your labor will be lam 
ened and the garment saved much destruc- 
tive rubbing. Be sure that the vessel. in 
which you place the garment and gasoline 
has a tight cover; A wash boiler can be 
used. Cover the opening with tWo or more 
Turkish towels, and over these place the lid 
and weight it down al) around. 

Procure a small washboard and, putting 


it into the boiler, rub the garment vigorously, 
Before wetting the 


just as it using water. | | 
garment it is a good plan to locate all the 
spots that need particular attention by 
basting around them with a thread of con- 
trasting color, They are then easy to find 
when the garment is wet. The under parts 
of sleeves, the neckbands, and the hems of 
skirts must receive special attention in the 
matter of rubbing. Do not expect the gaso- 


you. Rinse the garment in clear gasoline 


and hang in the sunshine and air to dry. 
Finally, press it with an iron of suitable 


temperature, to remove the creases and also 
whatever odor may remain. During the 
whole process up to the pressing keep your 
work out of doors.

Chiffon ruchings which are soiled but not 
crushed can be rejuvenated by shaking them 
in clear gasoline and then drying them in 
sunshine and air. Small articles, such as 
fancy neckwear in general, which must be 
treated gently, can be put into a fruit jar 


‘nearly filled with gasoline, Using a rubber 


ring, screw the top on tightly, Let the 
articles soak for some time and then shake 
them vigorously. Rinse in the same manner 
in clear gasoline. Dry in the sunshine and 
air. 

Coat collars can often be cleaned by wet- 
ting a cloth in gasoline and then rubbing 
the soiled part. If the fabric will warrant it 
and is much soiled use an old tooth brush 
for this purpose instead of the cloth. 

Neckties cannot always be cleaned by the 
simple rubbing process. it that is so, try 
using a brush dipped in gasoline to scrub 

‘the solled parts. Satin, of course, does not 
permit of this treatment. Grease spots can 
be removed by rubbing the spots with a 
good white soap after the article has been 
soaked in gasoline. Rub hard and rinse 
thoroughly. 

Gasoline in which soap has been used can- 
not be used a second time. White kid gloves, 
as every one knows, can be successfully 
cleaned in gasoline, and almost every one 
has her own special method. Colored gloves 
do not clean Well as a rule. It is best not to 
try them. 

Do not buy à quantity of gasoline and store 
it to use from time to time, Many fire insur- 
ance Companies will not issue policies—or 
pay them—if this is done.

Sister Candide! a name which a few weeks ago was 
never mentioned but with a reverential respect, were 
the speaker of the most lowly or the most aristocratic 
Class of France. She was regarded and alluded to 
as Jeanne d' Are in the world cf charity and it was 
her struggle in behalf of tuberculous children that 
won the sympathy, respect and contributions from

Little wonder then at the consternation when the 
police found and seized two large packages prepared 
and left on his desk by Dr. Petit before he committed 
suicide. These packages were prepared with minute 
care, tied with the correct red twine, on one was 
pinned a card bearing the inscription, “Proofs of 
thefts.” on the other was a similar curd inscribed 
“Proofs of embezzlements.” | 

The contents of the packages carrying the accusing 
labels proved disappointing to the morbid since they

Faurestie, coming from a small village, Castelgagrat, 
near Valence d’Agen, and, it is said, was at one time 
a sister of the now dissolved order of Sainte Anne de 
Feugerolles. Dr. Petit while traveling met her there 
and she went with him to Paris in 1888 to take a 
position as nurse in his sanitarium at Ormessor, 
which he had opened on an extremely modest scale. 
In less than six months she was the acknowledged 
governing spirit of the entire establishment. She at 
once developed a special aptitude for soliciting money 
or anything that could quickly be turned into hard, 
or as the French say, “liquid cash.” Her motto was, 
“God will provide,” and in her early career she be- 
lieved that she had been called by a heavenly vision 
to perform this work. | 
An instance of her success in soliciting money may 
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‘sueceeded in having her scheme indorsed by the 
government and obtained authorization to launch an- 
other lottery in 1902 which brought in some $1,400,000. 
, With a portion of this money she built another large 
Sanitarium at de Villier-sur-marn adding to it an 
annex called the Pavilion of the Children of France. 
This was a master stroke. The institutions which she 
had been instrumental in creating were declared of 
public benefit thus making them of almost national 
importance. 

Aster Candide was not slow to profit from this ad- 
vantage. Dr. Petit prevailed upon the late President 
Felix Faure to inaugurate the annex dedicated to the 
“Children of France.” The president had Sister Can- 
Gide presented to him and was completely won by 
ner convincing manner. Shortly after hie death, hav- 
ing won the entire confidence of Mme Loubet and 
most of the aristocratic women of France she was 
Gecorated with the Legion of Honor, an event which 
more than ever increased her popularity. She managed 
to obtain the consent to start another lottery, but on 
account ot some obstacle this was not launched till 
1906 and then provided with a rider by which the Pas- 
teur institution should share in the profits.

W. Bratton of New Tork, father 
of the late New York A. C. swimmer, and 
one of the most énthusiastic and generous § 
promoters of swimming and life saving, 
offered a magnificent silver cup to stand 
as a pérpetual trophy for the beck stroke 
and to be competed for yearly at the classic 
160 yards distance. This being Mr. Bratton's 

fourth donation to back stroke swimmers, wonder was 
expressed by many that he should undertake to cham- 
pion the cause of a branch of natation in which the ma- 
jority showed little or no interest. 

A a matter of fact, Mr. Bratton’s action demon- 
strated a close and keen insight into matters aquatic. 
Speed swimming has enough devotees and supporters 
to develop without further ass‘stance, bat the back

In the protection of even the most expert swimmers 
the back stroke is 6f invaluable assistance.

It can disbar a member for wearing a red necktie 
if it sees fit to decide that red neckties are inimical to 
the best interests of the greatest deliberative body in 
the world.“ : 

Of course, it never has disbarred a member for wear- 
ing a red necktie, but some of the most stirring inci- 
dents in the committee history of the United States 
senate have oecurfed before the hearings of this body, 
and Senator Lorimer possibly may draw some consola- 
tion from the fact that bigger and better men than him- 
self have gone up against its investigations, sometimes 
to experience the sensation of being expelled in dis- 
grace.

Altempt to Oust Hanna Fails. 

The attempt ‘to oust Mark Hanna, at that time the 
leader of the Republican party and the intimate friend 
of William McKinley, was based by a committee of the 
Ohio senate upon an alleged at t to Dribe one of 
its members, John C. Otis. The ts and assistants 
in the passing of Hanna money were declared to be 
Gen. H. H. Boyce, Maj. Estes G. Rathbone, afterwards 
director general of posts of Cuba, and Maj. Charles Dick, 
at present a United States senator. The senate held 
that there was no evidence that Mr. Hanna himself had 
any knowledge of the attempt at bribery, if there was 
any, and the case was dismissed. } 

Incidentally the report of the senate committee was 
based upon a minority report to the Ohio state senate 
written by State Senator James Rudolph Garfield, since 
President Roosevelt's secretary of the interior, who 
alleged that the bribery report was “a scheme hatched 
up during the closing hours of the legislative session 
to effect Hanna's defeat.” 

The price alleged to have deen offered by Rathbone 
and Boyce for Hanna votes, according to the testimony 
of a telephone girl at a Cincinnati hotel, whom the a- 
vestigators claimed to have had subsidized, was “ $10,- 
000 after the fact.” ;, 

This sum, and indeed any other sum mentioned in the 
reports on senate election cases as the price offered or 
alleged to have been offered for an individual legisiator’s 
vote, was exceeded in the riot off corruption precipitated 
by the-Clark senatorial fight Jn Montana.

Report Makes Dramatic Picture. 


None of the magazine writers who have touched upon 
that dramatic fight have painted a more vivid picture 
of legislative debauchery than is contained in the ad- 
mitted statement of facts” submitted by the senate 
committee on privilges to the senate as a basis of their 
recommendation that the Montana millionaire be de- 
barred from the senate. 

This document, concurred in by a majority of the 
committee, states that the admitted and proven facts 
in the Clark ease were that “Clark was a notorious 
officeseeker.”
